seems likely to produce a shortage or 
bring about unusual, unwarranted or 
unreasonable coal prices and be detri- 
mental to the public health," the Pres- 
ident shall be empowered to fix maxi- 
mum coal prices and dealers' commis- 
sions and. margins; 


The President also Is authorized 


under such circumstances to deal in 
coal and to control its production and 
distribution.

£.0 far 'as to take over the operation 
of coal mines.

The companion bill provides a pen 


alty of not less than $100 nor more 
than $10,000 for the first offense of a 
coal operator or dealer convicted of 
violation of the law, and for each suc- 
ceeding offense a fine of not less than 
$1,000 and imprisonment for not less 
than 90 days nor more than five years. 


In defining what shall be considered 


profiteering, the bill specifies margins 
of profit for coal operators and dealers 
ranging from 10 to 40 cents per ton, 
according to the amount of business 
done. Margins are provided not only 
for Individual .sales, but also in tbe 
case of aggregate sales covering 
year's period.
